Tt is, therefore, with a sense of great 
relief that one may tarn to the collection 
of memories, entitled “ War Letters to a 
Wife” by Colonel 
(The Medici 


i rs written by 
Colonel Feilding to his wife from the front 
during the years 1916-1919, when he served 
in: the Coldstream Guards, and subse- 
quently as Commanding Officer of the 6th 
Conan Rangers, Tliere is not the 
sligh attempt at literary trimming 
only thé natural language of a man o 
sense and sensibility concerned with lis 
personal duty. There is no meddling with 
policies; no carping criticisms mar the 
pages, but a wealth of objective detail and 
cindly anecdote that finally leaves upon 
the mind of the reader a living pictnre of 
war as it was fought, and a revelation 
the writer as the English ideal of a 
gentleman. 


BEHIND THE LINES. . 


No one who gesires a corrective to the 
dismal brutalism of the average war story 
should miss this book. There is misery 
and squalor ‘n plenty, but the spirit of 
offictrs and men is nowhere represented as 
‘\. miserable or squalid. There are terrible 
yecords of casualties uselessly incurred, 
of “bodies built into trenches,’’ of 
munition shortages. and the worse scandal 
of shells that had sand for gunpowder. 
In the midst of such things there is yet 
time to collect a weed, the Flos Crucis, to 
tell its legend, and to send home bulbs 
of The Star of Bethlehem. Smal! matters, 
like an insignificant turn in the com- 
municating trenches, involve immediate 
death; but the author records again and 
noin that the healthily-minded faced 
that sort of thing with philosophy and 
even humour. «There is hardly a record. 
of an unhealthy mind in the whole series 
of letters, though no attempt is made to 
rjoss over the terrible. 

To many the reading of these pages will 
veeall scenes behind the lines in an 
atmosphere of relaxation which live with 
Ó «urious poirmnanev The Globe in 
Bothune is such a haunt of memory, a 
lurge happiness of relativity that never 
can happen again. One is reminded by 
the indignant retort of the man who was 
“crimed ” that he was “not a b—_—

Pantomimex 


It is imter’sting to reflect—writes a 
cdrrespondent—.on the changes which have 
takep place in the production of panto- 
miimes since this form of entertainment 
became popular. The most notable of 
these has been the virtual disappearance 
of the harlequinade, which was the root 
from which ‘the modern pantomime 
sprang. In the earliest version of the 
story Harlequin had a daughter, 
Columbine, whose lover was being 
pursued by the village constables, and it 
was yound their adventures that John 
Rich (1681-1782) built the first real 
pantomimes produced in England, at 
Covent Garden and Lincoln’s Inn Fields. 
The idea of the pantomime came to 
England from the Italians, who had 
In the 
time of Augustus the word “ pantomime ”’ 
meant an individual actor, and not a 
spectacle or play. Every performer wore a 
mask, and expressed the meaning he 
desired to convey entirely by the move- 
ments of his body. 

The harlequinades and pantomimes of 
Rich—who appeared under the name of 
Lun—were entirely in dumb show, but the 
acting was so excellent as to threaten the 
commercial supremacy of Garrick. There 
was only one Rich, however, and the 
spoken word soon invaded the pantomime. 
The story of Harlequin grew stale, and 
gradually became a mere tail-piece te the 
pantomime proper, which had for its 
subject the adventures of Robinson 
Crusoe or Aladdin. Whenever the harie- 
guinade was still played it showed its 
Roman origin in the mask worn by 
Harlequin. 


Principal Boys. 


I remember to have been sadly disap- 
pointed as a child when some relative who 
took me to a pantamime explained that 
Robinson Crusoe wag really a girl. In the 
early days of pantomimres this was not so, 
for male actors took not only *the male 
parts, but female parts as well long after 
they had ceased to impersonate women In 
serious drama. A youth named Edward 
Kynaston is said ta have been the last 
who played female parts on the London 
stage. Pepys relates having seen him as 
a court ladv: “The prettiest woman in 
the whole house and then as a man, and 
there likewise the handsomest.’” The 
first actress who ever played on the 
English stage, by the way, was Mrs. 
Saunderson, who appeared as the heroine 
in “ The Siege of Rtsodes,’’ produced by 
Sir William Davenagnt at the Dukes 
Theatre in 1662. 

An amusing story tells how Charles 
II., arriving on om otcasion at a4 
tragedy, found that the actors were not 
ready to begin. Becoming impatient 
after a little while, gent for the master 
of the company, who,. thinking his best 
course was to tell the tnath, informed His 
Majesty that the queen was not vet 
shaved. The good-humaared monarch was 
go much pleased with the incident that it

THE LUNAR LANDSCAPE. 
a &— — 

From Ovn ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

THE PLANETS. 

Mercury is an evening star till the 22nd, 
when he is in Inferior Conjunction with 
the Sun. In “the opening days of the 
month he will be well situated for observa- 
tion, setting near 6 p.m.; to be looked for 
low in the South-West as soon as twilight 
has faded sufficiently. About 5 p.m. will 
be this best time. Venus and Mars are 
both too near the Sun to be observed. The 
former will be in Superior Conjunction 
on the 6th of February, while the latter 
was in Conjunction on December 3rd, 
1929. 

Jupiter rises between 1 and 2 p.m., and 
is high in the sky by sunset. The follow- 
ing satellite phenomena will be visible 
this month:—Occultation of I. on. the 
2nd at 10.2 p.m. On the órd I. begins 
transit at 7.14 p.m., and its shadow at 
7.59. If begins transit at 9.7, and its 
shadow at 10.38, I. passes off at 9.24, 
and its shadow at 10.9. IJ. passes off at 
11.50 Both satellites are on the planet 
from 9.7 to 9.24, but the shadow of I. has 
passed 29 minutes before that of II. 
appears. On the 4th I. comes out of 
eclipse at 7.27 p.m. On the 5th II. comes 
out of eclipse at 7.51 p.m., and III. 
passes on to the planet at 7.49, to pass off 
at 10.3. Its shadow dó-s not appear till 
10.58, by which time the satellite itself is 
shining brightly well away from the 
planet on the opposite side. On the 9th 
I. is occulted by the planet at 11.49. On 
the 10th I. begins transit at 10.1 p.m., 
and its shadow at 10.54. I. passes off at 
11.11, and II. comes on at 11.28. On the 
llth I. is occulted at 6.16, and re-appears 
from eclipse at 10.23. On the 12th I. ends 
a transit at 5.38, and its shadow at 6.35; 
If. is occulted at 5.51, and emerges from 
eclipse at 10.7. ITI. begins a transit at 
11.16. On the 14th the shadow of II? 
passes off at 5.2 pim. On the 16th ITI. 
enters eclipse at 4/55 p.m., and emerges 
at 7.22. | 

On the 18th I. is occulted at 8.4, and 
re-appears from eclipse at 11.18. On the 
19th the same satellite leaves the planet’s 
disc at 7.26, and its shadow at.8.28, while 
II. disappears behind the planet at 8.16. 
Un the 20th I. «cimerges from eclipse at 
5.47 p.m. On the 21st the shadow of II. 
appears at 5.13, and passes off at 7.40; 
the satellite itself passes off at 5.29. On 
the 23rd III. emerges from behind the 
Te at 6.52 p.m., and enters eclipse at 

.54, to emerge again at 11.25. On the 
25th I. passes behind the planet at 10.54 
pm. On the 26th the same satellite is in 
transit from 7.6 to 10.15 p.m., and its 
shadow from 8.12 to 10.23. II. pasnes 
behind the planet at 10.37. On the 27th 
I. re-appears from eclipse at 7.45 p.m. 
On the 28th II. is in transit from 5.31 to 
7.56, and its shadow from 7.51 to 10.19 
On the 30th III. is occulted at 8.11 p.m.. 
and re-appears at 10.54. 

Tt is to be noted that IIT. and IV. 
when eclipsed, can usually be seen both at 
disappearance and emergence, except quite 
near the Opposition of the plane®. I. can 
only be seen at either disapearanve (before 
Opposition) or at re-appearance (after 
Opposition). Both phases of the eclipsce 
of If. can be seen tor a short time near 
the planet’s Quadrature, when we can see, 
so to speak, furthest round the corner. 
Thus eclipses of II. will be visible both at 
disappearance and re-appearance during 
February and March, but not this month. 
There will be no eclipse of FV, till 
September next. The times given for 
eclipses of III. are necessarily somewhat 
indefinite. Being the largest of Jupiter’s 
satellites, not much smaller than tif 
planet Mercury, it takes a considerable 
time to fade out and to re-appear. 

Saturn was in Conjunction with the 
Sun on December 25th, and is not observ- 
able this month, rising only a short time 
before the Sun. 


THE MOON, 


First Quarter on the 8th, at 3.11 a.m. 
Full Moon on the 14th, at 10.21 p.m, 
Last Quarter on the 21st, at 4.7 p.m, 
New Moon on the 29th, at 7.7 p.m. 

In this month the Moon begins to be 
more favourably placed for observation in 
the evening sky than she has been for the 
past six months. The crescent comes into 
sight at a shorter interval after New 
Moon, and the remarkable crater rings 
and other formations near the Western 
limb are observable with a small telescope. 
Frem three to ten days after New Moon 
is the best time in the lunar month for 
the ordinary wser of moderate instru- 
mental means. The Moon is visible within 
convenient hours of the evening, and her 
phase js at its best for showing up the 
lights and shadows of her landscape. 
From two to three days of the Moon’s age 
the line of great craters—Vendelinus, 
Langrenus and Petavius—-is well seen ; also 
the Great Valley of Rheita. The last is one 


of the most remarkable features on the 


Moon, and seems to have been the result 
of a glancing blow from a great 
meteorite. The bottom of the valley shows 
parallel] furrows, apparently produced by 
a jagged block tearing. its way along the 
surface; and at the end is a heap of 
débris which seems to have been pushed in 
front of the projectile. 

At four days old, we see the group of 
craters Catharina, Cyrillus and Theo- 
philus, which make a projection visible 
to the naked eye on the concave curve of 
the crescent—apparently suggesting the 
nose of the face with which comic pictures 
of the Moon provide. her. 

From this time till First Quarter the 
two great plains known as the Sea of 
Serenity and the Sea of Tranquillity, are 
gradually unfolding their details to the 
light, and at, and immediately after, 
First Quarter the great mountain chains 
of tho Lunar Alps and Apennines show 
their shadows stretching for hundreds of 
milos across the levels... At this time— 
namely, at and just after First Quarter— 
the Moen forms the most striking speec- 
tacle that the telescope reveals—certainly 
the most striking that a small instrument 
can show. To find anything more splen- 
did and fascinating we must have a large 
and powerful instrument, and turn to 
one of the more brilliant of the globular 
star clusters. At the present time, with 
the Moon and sh grey well placed, the 
possessor of a small telescope need never 
be at a loss for something to occupy his 
evenings, if only the Clerk of the Weather 
is in a good temper. 

The times above given as those at 
which various features of the Moon’s sur- 
fees become successively visible in every 
lunar month are subject to a considerable 
»uwount of variation—something more 
than a day, in fact. This is due to the 
Moon's libration. The word means bie, 6 
ine to and fro, as a balance (Latin libra). 
The Moon does not present Ag re- 
cisely the same face to the Earth. She

If our ancestors had abandoned the Faith the 
Irish nation would have perished, and nothing 
would have remained of it but a feeble 
memory, a dull record known only to a few 
professional historians. 

If the Trish people onty practised the virtue 
of honesty in financial affairs, in the paying 
of their just debts, the Catholic faith would 
bear its full fruits in the country, and we 
should have more solid grounds for thankful- 
ness than we have now.

A GALLANT MIDSHIPMAN. 


The following dnnouncement of the 
award of the Medal of the British Empire 
(Military Division) for gallantry appeared 
in last night’s Honours List :— 

Midshipman Anthony John Cobham,

On July 26, 1929, H.M.S. Devonshire 


at the first salvo, there was a heavy explo- 
sion which blew off the roof of one of the 
turrets.

After this: officer 
had returned to the gun-house, Able Sea- 
man Niven heard someone call from below, 
and went right down to the shell-handling 
room to see what was wanted.

Every. citizen’ of Dublin, and. every 
visitor to the city, who walked through 
the main streets at Christmas time, must 
have marvelled at the throngs around:him. 
One citizen’ found that it required twenty 
minutes to travel from. Dawson street to 
the Nelson Pillar. |. Motor traffic obviously 
is the cause of the congestion, and the 
difference between the state of the streets 
of Dublin eight days ago and their state a 
year earlier was but the local index of 
the rapid development which'is in pro- 
gress everywhere. ‘What will be the state 
of Dublin: a year hence?’ The question 
well may excite’ alarm; for, while. Ireland 
has advanced so swiftly in the use of 
motor vehicles, the rulers: of the . Free 
State have not «seen fit to keep pace in 
the adaptation of traffic control, Ireland 
never will be among the :densely-populated 
industrial countries ; but this fact does not 
signify that she will be backward in the 
use of the new transport, Her cities and 
chief towns are. few, but. they serve 
relatively large areas. The streets of 
Dublin, Belfast, Cork and Galway yet will 
be required to cope with the traffic of 
whole provinces. ,It would. be folly, for 
Irishmen ‘to close their eyes. to. the 
example of other lands. What, America 
does to-day, Britain will, do. to-morrow ; 
and Ireland will follow suit; soon after- 
wards. The National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce in New York informs us that 
there is a-building in the State of New 
Jersey a town named Radburn, which is 


regarded as the prototype of the cities of 


the- motor age. In-Radburn every house 
has two means of access—one to a high- 
way which is open only to vehicular trafic, 
and the other to. a short, closed street 
around which the houses are grouped. 


Children go.to school. by. the. inner street, [ 


and never cross % highway which is used 
for vehicles. On the main highways there 
are separated foothpaths that communi- 
cate with one another! by ‘‘ underpasses.’ 
which run undef the traffic streets. Thus 
the new city. frankly accepts the principle 


that pedestrians and ‘vehicles never may 


use the same ‘thoroughfare. It was 
thought, a year ago, that. 1929 would see a 
steep abatement in the production of auto- 


mobiles in the United States-of America. | 


Expectation has been, confounded ; - for 
during the first. nine months of the year 
no fewer. than 3,689,479 new motor vehicles 
were registered, or 35. per cent. more than 
in. the same period in 1928, No fewer than 
860,048 motor vehicles were exported,  Ex- 
ports of passenger cars increased by nearly 
19 per cent,, and exports of commercial 
motor. vehicles were nearly doubled... It 
must “be remembered, ‘moreover, that 
British manufacturers also have sold. at 
home, and have exported for use overseas, 
a greatly increased’ number of vehicles. 
From. these facts it. seems that the world 
demand, far from «nearing saturation, 
is increasing. Yesterday motor vehicles 
were the luxury of the private driver and 
the convenience of. the progressive con- 
cern; to-day they are becoming necessaries 


of life to all. 
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Paisley’s Affliction. 


‘One of the most dreadful incidents of 
1929 was reserved for the year’s “dying 
hours. The story-of the accident at- Paisley 
will stir a thrill of horror and a deep 
wave of pity throughout these islands.

“The children, 
whose ages ranged from three to fourteen, 
rushed towards ‘the back entrance and 
blocked it with their struggling bodies.

THE CITIES OF THE 
PLAIN. 
REPORTED DISCOVERY OF 
THE RUINS OF SODOM., 


From. REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Tuesday. 

The ruins of an old city, believed to be 
Sodom,’ one of the two so-called “' Cities of 
the: Plain’ which, according to Genesis, were 
destroyed by fire and brimstone because of 
their great wickedness, have been discovered 
in‘the. centre of the-eastern plain of “Jordan, 
a mage five. miles to the north of the 
Dead he discovery is regarded as of 

reat importance to archeologists and 

iblical scholars. 

The dead city has been brought to light 
by the researches’ of the Pontifical Biblical 
Institute .of Jerusalem, which has been 
making excavations on the site for the last 
five weeks. The operations have, been 
directed by Father Alexis Mallon, assisted by 
M. Rene Neuville,.the Freneh V.ice-Consul. 

Pottery and other finds show that the city 
was built in the early bronze. age, and ic, 
therefore, more. ancient than Jericho. = !t 
possessed an. advanced type of ‘civilisation. 

The. excavations prove that the city was 
destroyed by & great fire early in that dawn 
of history, - and -has - reinained uninhabited 
ever since. Owing to the ruins being level 
with the surrounding. plain, the site has 
nitherto escaped the searches of 
archeologists. ;

SMOKE FROM SMOULDERING FILM 
IN OPERATOR'S BOX.

'É HE worst cinema accident ever experienced in Great Britain 


occurred during a children’s matinée at the 


Glen Cinema, 


Paisley, about seven miles from Glasgow, yesterday afternoon. 
Sixty-Nine Lives Were Lost. 


When smoke was seen to be issuing from the operator's box 
the children, numbering nearly 2,000, rushed, screaming, to, the 
doors. The hall quickly filled w ith dense smoke, and in the panic 
which followed many were tram pled to death. 

There was no danger from fire, as the smouldering film, which 
was. enclosed in a box, was promptly thrown upon a, piece of 


waste ground.

So overwhelming was the accident and so 
great the need for immediate aid, that one 
doctor appealed to some of. the mothers to 
help him to apply artificial respiration to 
some of the children who had.been carried 
out of the building. 

. Bravely- they responded with tear- 
stained faces, and on the verge of dis- 
traction they -pluckily helped after a quick 
instruction from the doctor in the 
endeavours to revive the little victims.

HISSING SOUND. HEARD IN 
FILM BOX. 


The cinema operator stated that he had 
just shown one film and was in the act. of 
showing another. The first film was being 
re-wound: and the assistant operator got 
into the box. The assistant operator then 
heard a hissing, like ‘an escape, of gas 
coming from the box. He investigated 
and found that the noise came from the 
film which he had just re-wonnd. By 
this time smoke appeared in the box con- 
taining the film, and he lifted it and tried 
to carry the film out of the building. He 
got as far as the vestibule, but could carry 
it no further and shouted for the manager, 
who lifted’ the box and threw. it out of a 
side door on to a vacant NA of. ground. 

When he returned he found the hall in 
a. pandemonium. Children had rushed to 
the entrance farthest away from the side 
where the smoke had appeared. 

The manager tried to get the children 
to come back and go through the other 


door which had been thrown open, but they: 


were terror-stricken. and ‘refused, being 
afraid to go through the smoke. The 
children by this time were lying on top

COMPARATIVELY ‘SLIGHT 
IN RECENT YEARS. 


Loss of life in cinema fires in this country 
has been comparatively slight in recent years. 

In July, 1929, two young operators were 
burned to death in a einema fire at Welling, 
Kent, and three people were injured. 

Five persons were injured in a rush for the 
exits when fire broke out-at-a-pictire house 
at Airdrie, Lanarkshire, in September. 

In October, 1928, four hundred children, 
singing songs, marched out of a cinema at 
Birkenhead while flames were threatening to 
envelop the whole theatre, and in December 
of the same year seven hundred children 
escaped from a cinema at Cleator Moor, 
Cumberland, when films caught fire in the 
operating box. . 

In August last year four hundred children 
marched out of a picture palace: at Sheffield,. 
when films ignited; and in Qctober several 
children were. injured in a stampede for the 
doors at a hall at Falkirk, where two 
hundred children were. witnessing a picture 
show, when fire broke out in the operating 
box. '

There was a heavy death-roll in a cinema 
fire at Drumcollogher, County Limerick, in 
September, 1926, fifty-one people being killed, 

he worst previous cinema fire in England 
occurred in January, 1908, at Barnsley, 
where, owing to a panic, sixteen children 
were killed and thirty-two injured. In 1911 
three people were killed and fifteen injured 
at Middlesbrough, and at Chesterfield the 
same year five were killed. One person was 
killed in a cinema fire in Glasgow in 1917. 

In 1883, 186 children were crushed to death 
against a doorway while rushing down from

PROPOSED ABATTOIR. 
Lieutenant-Colonel V. A. Haddick, 
F.,.R.G.S., in the course of an address at the 
Limerick Rotary Club yesterday, referred to 
his lecture tour in Great Britain, under the 
auspices of the Empire Marketing Board, 
and spoke of the genuine friendliness with 
which he had been received: in all parts of 
Great Britain, where the keenest interest 
was evineed in. Ireland, and any. «ommon- 
sense scheme welcomed which would be for 
the mutaal benefit of the British and Irish 
peoples. 

The only hope for the successful marketing 
of Insh beef in Great Britain; he said, was 
through a scheme which would enable them 
to compete on level terms with the foreign 
product, atid to do this existing methods 
must be revolutionised and continuity en- 
sured. The situation in Great Britain to-day 
was that land was over-cropped during the 
war and now was iveapable of producing 
corn in sufficient quantity to pay. On the 
other hand, the British farmer could make 
a profit by turning over to grass;. but. it 
would be off-set to increased rates conse.

Six years ago the| British Ladies’ Championship 
was played at Burnham, Somersct, coneurrcntiy 
vith the Men’s Amateur Champlonship at Deal. 
Although overtures were made. unofficially on that 
occasion, the championships were played on the 
dates originally arranged. Shortly afterwards there 
was institute tho Hritish Golf Union's Joint 
Advisory Committee. One of the functions of that 
body became that of “collecting” proposed dates 
of important competitions, and then advising those 
interésted of any cases of nearness of dates and 
actua! overlapping.

THE NEW ACT.

The treatment of insured tuber- 
culous persons would be dealt with in future 
by the local authority under the county 
tuberculosis scheme. The method of dealing 
with British ex-Service men suffering from 
tuberculosis attributable to their war service 
was as yet doubtful, but for the present they 
would be treated by the local authorities. 
Deposit contvibutors could enter an approved 
society of their own choice during the ensuing 
three months, after the ex iyation of which 
period those who had not Hohe só would be 
allocated to societies by the Insurance Com: 
mission. In his opinion the Act did not even 
yet fully preserve insured persons’ rights; 
but the Minister for Local Government had 
stated that, if it were found to be defective 
in that respect, amending legislation would 
be introduced.
